T H E W OOL INDUSTRY. 


Ups an d D ow n s or S h eep -R aisin g iu ilie 
U nited States. 


W ashington, October 26th.—The report 
of Colonel Switzier, Chief of the Bureau ol 
Statistics, on wool and manufactures of 
wool is ready lor distribution. It shows 
that the num ber of sheep in the United 
States increased from lffmio.ooo in lS4u to 
51,000,000 in 1884, but decreased to 45,0.0,- 
000 in 1887. This marked decline occurred 
mainly in the Southern and Western States, 
and is attributed to the decline in the price 
of wool since 1884. 
Great Britain, being the leading wool 
m arket of the world, lias always been the 
principal market for our purchases of wool. 
Turkey and Russia have also been im­ 
portant sources of direct supply, but the 
Argentine Republic is now, next lo Great 
Britain, our source ol supply, followed by 
Australasia. 
Our im ports of wool rose 
from 1,725,69!) pounds iu 1,882 to 114,038,030 
pounds in 1887. 
The increase in wool im ports lias about 
kept pace with the growth oí our woo! 
products, both having about doubled since 
1800. 


OCEAN TO GULF.

N ew Y ork, October 26th.—A. G. Men- 
ocal, Chief Engineer of the Nicaragua Canal 
Company, said last evening: 
“ We have

Lowenstein did not learn the name of the 
friend for whom Benbavon was going to 
pay the deposit of $5 fo'r the room, ‘lie 
thought Benhayon talked as one who did 
not care w hether he lived or not, as he 
seemed to be a shiftless, careless sort of a 
fellow. 
MIJ,S. highson creates a sensation. 
H enry Ellis, a book-keeper, was next 
called, when, to the surprise of all those 
present, Mrs. Highson, with apparent great 
excitement, rushed 
forward and cried, 
“ Detective Hogan, that man Lowenstc-in, 
who has just left the stand, is No. 2, the 
ntan who called at my house to engage the 
room.” 
Lowenstein was stopped by the officers 
and kept in the Court-room. 
Ellis went on to tell that lie was pretty 
well acquainted with Benhayon, and the 
latter had never spoken of suicide. 
W it­ 
ness was shown the “ confession ” letter. 
H e said the handwriting resembled Ben­ 
hayon s, but the letters, he thought, were 
too even.. The letters addressed to the 
newspapers and to Bowers, he thought, 
were not written by the deceased. 


lowenstein e x pla in s. 
Lowenstein, unon being recalled, stated 
that lie was up at 22 Geary street last Wed­ 
nesday evening with a gentleman who 
lived at 500 Geary street, whom he was 
showing about the town. They intended 
to call on some girls who roomed there, he 
added. They left soon after calling and 
visited other places. 
When Mrs. Highson 
stepped forward witness said he did not see 
her at the lodging-house when he and his 
friend called to see “ the girls.” 
While 
Lowenstein was testifying lie was very ner­ 
vous. His hands ran up and down the 
arms of his chair. Finally came the ques­ 
tion: 
“Do you remember seeing Mrs. Highson 
at 22 Geary street?” 
“ No, sir,” was the prompt replv. 
Coroner Stanton—“Mrs. Highson, will 
you please step forward ?” 
Mrs. Highson stepped forward from the 
lobby and stood within four feet of the wit­ 
ness, and looked at him closely. Lowen­ 
stein looked up, bnt as soon as hi3 eyes 
met her's they dropped suddenly. 
Coroner Stanton again asked, “Can’t you 
recall her features ?’’ 
The witness answered firmly, “No, sir; I 
never saw her before.” 


MRS. IIIGHSON PAINTS. 
The Coroner told 
Mrs. Highson she 
might be seated. She turned round with a 
sigh and walked back to a seat, this tim e a 
little nearer to the witness than she was 
formerly. She sat for a moment intently 
gazing at the witness, when suddenly she 
exclaimed, in a weak 
voice, 
“ That’s 
the man 1 that’s the m a n !” Then her 
head dropped over, and the attorney sitting 
next to her, realizing that she had fainted, 
heid her head, and a Deputy Coroner got 
some water. Then she was’ taken out of 
the room. 
The scene had a very peculiar effect on 
Lowenstein. H e got more nervous titan 
ever. 
His eyes, which were becoming 
watery, began to twitch nervously, and bis 
speech became more jerky. After rem ain­ 
ing out of the room for live minutes Mrs. 
Highson was restored to consciousness and 
returned to the room with an officer. 


TH E m y s t e r io u s “ FRIEN D.” 
Continuing, the witness stated that he 
did not have any conversation with any­ 
one in the lodging-house when he and his 
friend called. 
He did not know where the 
gentleman now was. 
He used to board at 
501 Geary street, and Henry Benhayon in­ 
troduced him to witness.’ H e did not 
know his name. 
Lowenstein went on : “ When I and my 
friend called at the ¡dace that night w’e 
went to a front room, where 1 knew the 
girls were stopping, and knocked, but as 
there was no light in the place we left.’’ 


THE WITNESS IN A TIGHT PLACE. 
Lowenstein admitted that he used to 
wear a full beard, but at his aunt's sugges­ 
tion no had it shaved off last Wednesday 
evening before going to 22 Geary street. He 
now hns only a mustache. 
He only knew 
the friend who accompanied h im 'to the 
house a few days. 
He could not give the 
names of the girls. 
He met one of them 
in the slore where he works, when she 
made a purchase ot some dry goods, lie 
denied that he had been in the Geary street 
house since last Wednesday. 
Mrs. Highson was recalled, and said : “ I 
positively identify this m an Ixiwenstein as 
the person who gave me the $5, and to 
whom I gave the key last Tuesday, except 
that his beard is now shaved oil. 
I am 
sure that he is the m an.” 
Lowenstein, in answer to questions, said : 
“ Last week I told what I have now said to 
my employer. He said it was not worth 
while for me to mention it to the authori­ 
ties, but w hen Captain Lees called upon 
me to-day, by request, I related to him 'the 
tacts. I know Tillie Benhayon, the mother, 
and the father somewhat.” 


LOWENSTEIN AND D1MMIG ARRESTED. 
At the conclusion of Lowenstein’s testi­ 
mony he was taken into custody. John 
Dimmig was also arrested. 


TIIE CASE IN A NEW LIGHT. 
It is stated that, in view of the expose 
made this afternoon, the case will not be 
submitted to tiie jury until the confession 
and letters purporting to have been written 
by Benhayon are examined by experts. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE STRANGER. 
W hen the evening session commenced 
the room was more crowded than at any 
previous time, owing to the startling de­ 
velopments of the afternoon. 
Louis Stein, a waiter at 501 Geary street, 
where Lowenstein claimed io have met a 
stranger and shown him about town on 
Wednesday night, testified that such a 
stranger was stopping at the house at the 
time, and that Lowenstein was acquainted 
with him, but not intimately. 
Mrs. S. Rietz. proprietress of the Ivard- 
ing-house at 501 Geary street, testified to 
the fact that the stranger said to be from 
Milwaukee, who Lowenstein said he was 
with on Wednesday when he called at 22 
Geary street, to see some girls, was su p­ 
ping at her house on the day mentioned. 
[It was learned that the stranger’s name 
was Iioya, and that he was introduced to 
Lowenstein at the Uietzke House.] 
W it­ 
ness knew Benhayon for seven years. He 
was regular in his habits, and had never, 
to her' knowledge, remained away from 
home over uiriit. 
Lowenstein told witness 
on Monday last, when Benuavon’s death 
was made known, that the suicide must 
have occurred in a private room on Geary 
street, where Benhayon did some writing. 
Hoya left her house yesterday, for what 
place she did not know. 
H e had received 
a package of money by Wells, Fargo it Co.’s 
express while at her house. 
Dr. Sell war tzschild, the dentist, testified 
that he knew deceased carried a memo­ 
randum book about three and one-half 
inches long and two and a half inches 
wide, with a wine-colored imitation leather 
I cover. 
About two weeks ago Dimmig 
■ called at witness’ office to see BeuUavcu, 
who happened to be out. 


LEES EXPLODES A BOMB. 
, Captain Lees then took the stand, and ¡n 
the first few words created a sensa'ion. lie 
said: 
“ I have learned that Dimmig has 
been in Ibe habit of visiting the County 
Jail to see Bowers for the past ten days 
I have also learned that Dimmig’s wife was 
a witness fir the defense in the Bowers 
murder 
case. 
I 
have 
also 
learned 
that ten days ago Dimmig cailed at 
Mr. Lacy’s drug store, corner of O’Farrell 
and Taylor streets, and after conversing on 
the subject of an art-work, for which he 
was canvassing, stated that he was a drug­ 
gist himself, but net at present engaged in 
that business. He called a num ber of 
times after this, and at one time a»ked tor 
some cyauide cf potash, or which Lacy 
gave him one or two lum ps in a box. He 
said he wanted it to erase a t i ruie-of-silver 
m ark from his arm. 


DIMMIG OWNS TO BUYING POISON. 
W itness continued : “ Immediately after 
adjournment this nftetnoon I left for Mr. 
Lacy's drugstore, accompanied bv Dimmig, 
and he was fully identified by Mr. Lacy as 
the man to whom he gave the cvanide of 
potash. 
Dimmig has also admitted all 1 
have just stated to be true, und savs he 
used t he cyanide of potash for tire purpose 
for which he asked it. 
I have placed 
Dimmig under arrest. 
I give this ‘ testi­ 
mony now that the Coroner may know 
how lo shape his questions and inquiries 
from this on.” 


DIMMIG ON TI3E STAND. 
Dimmig was called to the stand, and 
stated that he had been a resident of this 
city three years, and was formerly a drug­ 
gist. 
He got acquainted with Benbavon 
two years ago; was introduced to him by 
Mrs. Cecilia Bowers, ot the Arcade House, 
when she was first slightly ill of the sick­ 
ness which ended in her death ; got ac­ 
quainted with Mrs. Bowers through board­ 
ing at the same house; 
had only slight 
business relations with Benhayon ; culti­ 
vated his acquaintanceship because be had 
a large circle of li lends, and wanted to get 
introduced lo them for business reasons. 


CONCERNING TH E POISON. 
W . W. Lacy, proprietor of the drugstore, 
testified corroborating Captain Lees' testi­ 
mony regarding the giving of cyanide of 
potash to Dimmig about ten days ago. On 
being shown the bottle containing the dis­ 
solved cyanide of polash found in the room 
in which Benhayon’s body was discovered, 
he stated, with great positiveness, that the 
sediment in the bottle was larger in am ount 
than that he had given Dimmig. 


DIMMIG RECALLED. 
Dimmig was recalled and informed that 
he need not answer questions unless he 
chose. H e testified that he met K ntner 
about eight weeks ago at the Baldwin 
Hotel, and K utnertol.l him that Benhayon 
was at Schwartzschild’s ; called there to 
make appointment for meeting him later at 
No. 8374 Market street, to talk 
book- 
canvassing with hint. 
Saw him alive 
last time on 
the 
Wednesday previous 
to his death, on -Market street, when I was 
“ on a toot.” 
Walked a short distance 
with him and left him in a few minutes to 
go to the Oberon saloon, on < t’Farreli street, 
near Stockton. 
Visited Bowers 
at the 
county jail two or three times, but not 
within the last six months. 
I went of my 
own accord, and at no one's request. Never 
wrote to him, nor lie to me, and had no 
communication 
with 
him, 
whatever. 
Knew Dr. Bowers more than two years. 
Knew Lacey slightly. Visited his store fre­ 
quently, more socially than on business. 
W ent there about ten days ago and cot some 
cyanide of potash to take nitrate of silver 
stains from my wrist. I used ni rate of sil­ 
ver for a skin disease with which 1 am 
troubled. I burnt the box containing the 
cyanide of potash last Monday or Tuesday. 
Called at 22 Geary street to get a room for 
a lady Iriend, who was coming to the city. 
The lady’s nicknam e is Tibbetts. 
Don’t 
know ber real name, nor her present 
whereabouts. She did not come, so did 
not make final arrangements to secure the 
room. 
I burnt her letter. 
Dimntig then went on to explain all his 
movements, where he went and wbat he 
did, up to Monday morning, when detect- 
tive Hanley csiled on him . 
He testified 
that he kept a separate room nt 837) Mar­ 
ket street tor “side issues;” but refused to 
explain. 
Lowenstein was brought into the room, 
but witness positively denied having ever 
before seen him . 
Witness said (hat shortly before Mrs. 
Bowers' death he was married to Mrs. 
K ill, who was also known as Theresa Far­ 
rell and Mrs. J. A. Wilson. She had 
previously been employed in Dr. Bowers’ 
family. She was a witness for the defense 
in the Bowers case. W itness had had no 
communication with Bowers—direct or in­ 
direct—within a month. 
Had not mailed, 
nor procured to be mailed, the letter signed 
“ Letup,” in what appears to be Benhavon’s 
writing, and which was received by Cap­ 
tain Lees yesterday from an unknown 
source. 
TH E d a y ' s SENSATIONS ENDED. 
This concluded Dimmig's testimony and 
the session of the inquest lor the day, and 
adjournm ent was taken until to-morrow. 
After the adjournment, Dimmig was 
taken to Captain Lees’ private office and 
stripped. His skin showed signs of skin 
disease. Both he and Lowenstein were 
detained in jail.

SOLDIER SOVEREIGNS. 


A Chicago dispatch 
reads: 
“ Orders 
have been given to members of the Second 
Itegimont Infantry of the Illinois National 
Guard that th e / will l>e required to I» on 
duty at their armory for n full week ¡>tior 
t<> the date of the hangings [of the Anar­ 
chists]. 
The probability i.-> that the First 
Regim ent will lie called upon to do the 
■ame.” 
Yet there are people who tip-tilt 
their nose at the National Guard and deem 
themselves especially witty when they 
•peak flippantly of “ holiday soldiers,” and 
never weary of “ nagging ” the men who 
give their time and means to maintain 
m ilitary organization^. In the time of 
peril these same “ holiday soldiers" are 
the strong arm of law and the chief de­ 
fense of the life and property of their 
sneering critics. 
They are not uniformed 
hirelings, but in the highest and l>est sense 
armed sovereigns, striking in defense of 
hum an right, and against lawlessness and 
disorder. 
The United States of America 
ha s within its bounds to-day four millions 
of men who have had more or less training 
at arms as militiamen, and fully half of 
whom ou sudden call could t>e put into 
efficient army organization. Tho prepara- 
t".n made by the enlistments they are 
i rving or have served out in the National 
G uard qualifies them iieculiarly to In­ 
placed under command. 
They have been 
taught the value and necessity of disci­ 
pline, how to handle arms and to stand to­ 
gether with best effect as a resisting or 
attacking 
force. 
They 
are men 
who 
believe in the institutions of the country 
thoroughly and wholly, and are ready to 
defend them heroically. 
T heir service in 
the guard may answer to something of 
natural vanity, serve to partially gratify 
a martial taste, but back of these and all 
superficial motives, patriotism, the love of 
order, respect for the laws, conviction of 
liie need for force at times against law­ 
lessness. inspire them. 
The mechanics, 
merchants, bankers, clerks, laborers, traders, 
lawyers, 
physicians, 
accountants, 
who 
weekly give some of their after labor hours 
to duty at the armory in this and all tliu 
cities of tin 1'nion, are men who are to l>e 
first relied upon to defend our homes and 
lives when domestic rebellion, mob violence 
or lawless assault threaten us. 
T heir or­ 
ganization of “ holiday s o l d i e r y i s tho 
nuceleus about which an army of freemen 
can be rallied at the tap of the drum, to 
stand for country and the inalienable 
rights of men. 
Chicago, with her 000,000 
people, and hundreds of millions of wealth, 
to-day with the threat of violence before 
her, looks lii>t to her citizen guardsmen, 
who as a rule are |>oor men, toiling men, 
but not the less ready to leave business and 
shop and home, as they now do, to stand in 
the gap of danger and protect the properly 
of others. 


CONVENTION ASSESSMENTS. 


<General Smith, Chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic ( entral Committee of Cook county 
111., has announced that in a convention of 
th at party soon to be held no assessments 
will be levied upon nominees. This is a 
new political departure, after which cven- 
partv may well pattern. There is every 
reason in favor of non-assessment of those 
who appear and solicit nominations at the 
hands of a convention. 
Exceptionally ob­ 
jectionable is the levying of a tax noon 
those who are chosen to fill stations to 
which no salarie- are attached. 
It would 
be a -till further advance in the right 
direction if the custom of assessing dele­ 
gates could be broken down. 
As a rule 
the fuad thus extorted is used to give pen­ 
sioner- upon the party a fat per diem for 
a day or two, for serving the l>ody in 
butiordinate capacities. 
There is noreason 
to support the custom. Ikdegatts are suffi­ 
ciently taxed for their partisanship bv the 
ordinary traveling and hotel expenses 
they incur. 
This of itself makes it diffi­ 
cult for a j>oor man to attend Lis partv 
convention. 
The liossoe, who make poli­ 
ties a business, furnish a considerable stun 
at nearly all parly conventions to p>v the 
assessments levied upon delegates, and 
always expect from the delegates special 
favors in return. 
All party expenses 
should be borne from funds raised by 
solicitation from the Kxly of the party, 
contributions being expccted in some meas­ 
ure, according to the financial capacity of 
the donor. 
The whole convention assess­ 
ment business i- wrong in principle and 
unequal in its operation as ,i financial 
scheme. 


Í UK St. Paul Piinccr Prats says : 
“ An­ 
archist- are not workingmen, but profes­ 
sional movers of crime.” 
But they press 
their claims upon *vorkmgmen constantly 
and tirele.-'lv. From such ranks they Iiojk? 
to recruit all their forces. 
They make 
every labor trouble, every financial strin­ 
gency, every season of business dullness, 
all times of non-employment as o.vr.sions 
and agencies for poisoning the minds of 
the workingmen. 
It was for this reason 
that they put forth ;ueh nervous exertion.- 
to control tiie Ivnights of l.ahor organiza­ 
tion a fortnight ago, and to commit it to 
their infamons schemes. 
Their repnise in 
the national convocation of that organiza­ 
tion has not disheartened then,. 
They are 
now out with a manifesto, signed in behalf 
ol the A Anarchist sympathizers among 
the delegates, protesting against' the vote 
of the Convention again.-1 anarchism, and 
calling for all disaficcted n umber- to unite 
with them and set up a new association 
into whi h they hope to entrap many 
workingman. 
V iriy two year- ago this 
journal said that a vast deal of blundering 
and indefensibie declaration and action by 
the K nights could be condoned, because 
the society was the strongest influence that 
had yet appeared to prevent Anarchist re­ 


cruiting among the workingmen. 
Time 
has proven this judgment tobe sound. The 
Order to-day is the chief obstacle, of a 
private nature, to the growth of anarchism 
in America. 
The re t-o f -51 of these ene­ 
mies of free government to 154 friends of i 
Ordv, in the late Convention, proves how 
strongly the delegates representing work­ 
ingmen are opj>osed to Anarchist schemes. 
A t the same tim e it demonstrates that it is 
next to inqiohsiblo to prevent the Anarchist 
element securing sí une footing in labor or­ 
ganizations, and that it is a tireless, perse­ 
vering and constantly plotting force, that 
cannot lie treated as trivial, and as no 
mcnace to American institutions. 


FOREIGN TOPICS. 


T hk proposition of Senator Stanford for 
the establishment of a Court of Equities to 
hear and determine all the equitable ques­ 
tions and claims between the Federal Gov- 
em m rnt and the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company is one of strength. 
It cannot 
certainly be criticiscd as partial, for it 
proposes th at Congress shall Specify a tri­ 
bunal or erect a Court of Inquiry for the 
p urpoc, before which all the equitable 
claims and counter claims can be broadly 
and fully presented, free from political 
bixs or suspicion of partisan purpose, to 
the end that the equities of the case may 
lie fully determined, and the question may 
be rationally and im partially answered, 
w hat further legislation should be had in 
the m atter, in the interests of the Govern­ 
ment and in justice to the company. The 
Senator holds th at when Congre* called 
the present Railway Commission into ex­ 
istence, it had in view inquiry into the 
equities of the road, as well as the cold 
and formal demands of the Government. 
This is unquestionably true, and the broad 
field of inquiry the Commissioners opened 
up, and their own abandonment of legal 
formalities and rejection of legal restraints, 
testified to th eir interpretation of the Act 
of Congress as one intended to open the 
door to the equities of the case ; or, as the 
Senator so tersely puts it, Congress, by the 
A ct creating the Commission, erected “ a 
different standard by which to measure the 
relations lwtween the railroad company 
and the Government from tho purely legal 
relation heretofore existing.” 
H is sugges­ 
tion, therefore, is directly in line with the 
thought and spirit of the Act of Congress. 


T iik r k can be no doubt th at the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company will accord the 
stop-over privileges hereafter to be re­ 
quested, as the Directors of th at company 
are broad-minded men. Governor Stan­ 
ford, Mr. Crocker and Mr. H opkins are old 
residents of this city, and have not lost 
their old-time affection for the place ; and 
Mr. Towne, the General Manager, is one 
of the most far-seeing men of tho time. 
L ittle doubt need, therefore, be entertained 
on the subject of securing at the hands of 
the railroad company the stop-over priv­ 
ileges for which there appears to be such 
urgent necessity. 


A N A N C IE N T S P O T . 


T u b a c . A r izo n a , C la im s to b e th e O ld e st 
T o w n in A m e r ic a . 
\Co%yyrighlt 1887, by the California Associated Press.] 
W ashington, October 2Gth.—[Special.]— 
The assertion is made in a petition recently 
received by the Commissioner of the Land 
Office that the oldest settlement in the 
United States is Tubac, in Arizona. The 
Probate Judfie of the county applied at the 
local Land Office to have a quarter section 
added to the present township site, “ for the 
reason,” as thejpetition states, “ that the 
above portion of land contains nearly ail 
of the residence portion and the principal 
buildings of the town, including thechurch, 
burying-ground, and historical and other 
associations connected with the town, the 
same being highly prized by the inhabit­ 
ants, the town being the third oldest in the 
United .States, its history running back to 
1539.” The netition then states that, by 
some oversight of the United States sur­ 
veyor who laid out the town, the laod was 
thrown open to settlement, and one Ber­ 
nardino Valenzuela filed his claim to it. 
The petition continues: 
“ And if your 
Honor does not intervene to prevent a pa­ 
tent issuing to this man. it will work a 
great hardship, loss and detrim ent to the 
inhabitants of what we believe to be the 
oldest settlement in the United States ; for, 
when discovered by Ooranado in 10;!0, it 
contained 3,000 inhabitants, and was then 
the capital of Papageria (country of Papa- 
gos), as it has been of this Territory, it 
haying been our lirst capital, where 'our 
United States laws were lirst promulgated 
and put in force."

L o n d o n, October 26th.—An inquest was 
held to-day on the body of the supposed 
dynam iter who died suddenly in South 
London. It was ascertained that the man 
had been known as Joseph Cohen. He had 
also been known by the name of Brown. 
He had lodged for the past four months in 
a house on Lambeth Iioad. 
His landlady, 
whose name is King, testified that Cohén 
was an invalid, and seldom went out. He 
received many visitors, all of whom, she 
thought, were Americans 
An American named Michael Hawkins, 
testified to having known him. bnt no defi­ 
nite information was obtained from him. 
Commissioner Monroe, of the detective 
department, explained that Cohen was be­ 
lieved to be an agent of the Clan Na Gael 
Society, the bead of which (General Millen) 
was in London during the jubilee celebra­ 
tion. His London agent i3 named Mel­ 
ville. Melville's landlady said that Cohen 
had frequently visited him. Commissioner 
Monroe showed by his evidence that he 
believed that a plot existed to kill Mr. 
Balfour. A verdict was rendered that de­ 
ceased died from natural causes. 
The solicitor for the defense made a for­ 
mal affidavit in support of the application 
for the summoning of Balfour, and the case 
was adjourned.

The announcem ent that the Hon. John 
P. St. John, who served two terms as Gov­ 
ernor of the State of Kansas, elected on 
the Prohibition ticket, and was the Presi­ 
dential candidate of that party at the last 
election, was to give a free lecture at the 
Clunie Opera House last night caused that 
building to be packed to repletion at an 
early hour. 
The meeting was opened by a prayer by 
Rev. A. C. Herrick, of Calvary Baptist 
Church. 
A quartet, consisting of Miss Needham, 
Mrs. I)unn and Messrs. Desmond and 
Clough, sung " The Star Spangled Banner," 
Mrs. Pinkhani presiding at the piano. The 
soprano, Miss Needham, is a late acquisi­ 
tion to our local musical talent, and her 
solo was warmly applauded. She has a 
voice 
of 
great 
power, 
which shows 
considerable cultivation and she sings with 
much expression. 
The quartet was re­ 
called, and the little lady must have been 
more than pleased at her reception on her 
first appearance before a Sacramento audi­ 
ence. 
Rev. A. T. Needham, of the Sixth street 
M. E. Church, in a lew eloquent and com­ 
plimentary rem arks presented the speaker 
of the evening, the Hon. John P. St. John. 
t h e l e c t u r e r . 
W hen the speaker came forward to the 
footlights ho was greeted w ith storms of 
applause. H e said he did not feel as 
though he was a stranger in a strange land, 
for thirty years ago he was working in the 
gold mines of this State and a frequent 
visitor to Sacramento. The last tim e but 
one that lie was in this city was during the 
memorable flood, before the city had been 
brought to the high grade, and he rowed a 
boat up J street in five or six feet of water. 
He related some laughable Police Court 
incidents that happened in Sacramento at 
that time, lie saw a poor fellow who was 
charged with a misdemeanor pay a lawyer 
$100 to defend him. 
He watched the pro­ 
gress of the trial, ami was of the opinion 
that the fellow would have gone free if he 
had not retained counsel, but the latter, in 
endeavoring to make a show for his client, 
succeeded in landing him in jail. He be­ 
came at once convinced that it was not 
necessary to have brains to become a law­ 
yer, saw that there was more money in it 
than there was in mining, bought a copy of 
Blackstone and a dictionary and went back 
to his m iner's cabin to read up and become 
a lawyer. H e succeeded, or at least he 
became a lawyer. As a story-teller St. 
John is superior; all of his illustrations 
were apt, and his audience was kept in the 
best of humor. 
He indulged in no words of bitterness : 
said that even the saloon-keeper was as 
good as the saloon he kept, and the saloon 
was a3 good as the law which sanctioned it, 
and the law as good as the church mem­ 
bers who vote for it. lie claimed that for 
every dollar paid for education through our 
public schools we contribute $15 to tear 
down through the public saloons : that the 
liquor traffic of California costs the people 
at least $50,000,090 annually, witiiout get­ 
ting in return a single blessing ; that there 
were over 11,000 retail liquor dealers in 
tiiis State, and 215,000 in the nation; that 
the Government receives $25 blood money 
front each of these places every year, and 
has 90 cents’ interest in every gallon of dis­ 
tilled liquor manufactured, making 


‘ UNCLE SAM ” TH E PRINCIPAL PARTNER 
lit the nefarious business. He branded il- 
eense, high or low, usa fraud and a sham— 
a fraud upon the saloon-keepers and a sham 
as a temperance measure—and declared 
that with the liquor question, as with 
slavrey, there could be no lina! settlement 
short of absolute prohibition of the evil. 
He said : “ Notwithstanding the attem pt of 
the Republican party to carry a saloon on 
one shoulder and a church on the other, 
and the open opposition to prohibition on 
the (tart of the Democracy, aided by the 
combined rum power of the nation, pro­ 
hibition in Kansas, when compared with 
any license system, is a grand success." 
During six and one-half years of prohibi­ 
tion, Kansas had grown in taxable wealth 
from $160,000,000 to 
over $330,000,000, 
while her railroads increased from 3,000 
to 0,500 miles, and the population of the 
State jum ped front 1,000,000 to 1,700,000, 
and that there was not an open dram-shop 
in the Stale, and not one-tenth as much 
liquors were used now as under the old 
license system. 11c read from a letter 
written in 18S1 by the Warden of 


THE SOUTHERN ILLINO IS PENITENTIARY, 
Showing that 75 tier cent, of the inm ates of 
that institution were there through the 
saloon system. That Edwards county, iu 
that State, has been without saloons seven­ 
teen years, and had sent but one person to 
the penitentiary during that tim e; also a 
letter dated April 6, 18-SI, front Thos. C. 
Pockman, then W arden of the penitentiary 
at Folsom. California, in which Mr. Pock­ 
man says . 
“ 1 estimate that about 90 per 
cent, of the prisoners owe their misfortunes 
to the use of liquor. 1 regard this cause as 
the main cause of crime." -Mr. St.John also 
stated that since they liad prohibition in 
Kansas the prison population had gradu­ 
ally decreased in that State. Said h e : 


SACRAMENTO HAS THE KEY, 
Which, if properly used, would open the 
way to a city "f 100,000 population where 
she now stands, within the next five or ten 
years. But neither commercial nor social 
prosperity can ever be attained through 450 
soul and home-destroying saloons. They 
stand as a mighty sttintbl ng block iu the 
way to success." “ You," said the speaker, 
" look to tiie Eastern States for the popula­ 
tion it-eded to give Northern California a 
hoom. You have the climate, the soil, in 
fact every natural advantage that could 
reasonably he desired, hut in the country 
from which you hope to draw the capital, 
the energy ami true manhood which makes 
a State groat, the question of the prohibi­ 
tion of the liquor traffic lias been agitated 
for years, and

[Great laughter.] It is an answer to rea­ 
son, isn t it?’’

A M INISTER OUT IN COLORADO, 
On the border. H e managed to get a 
church building inclosed and roofed, but 
there his means gave out. 
He resolved to
